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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claims 1-2 and 4-9 may still be rejected by 
Nishiguchi (US 5,461,261 in view of Nakata (US 2004/0079194) for the reasons of record and for additional reasons. To clarify the 
previous rejection using Nishiguchi under 35 USC 102, Nishiguchi shows the use of Sn and In as solder materials used to connect devices 
together and to mount devices on a substrate. Nakata teaches the addition of Bi to Sn also in a solder composition and as a conductive 
filler [0003]. The addition of the Bi to the Sn provides a relaiable contact, especially with respect to heat resistance in subsequent steps 
and testing. Conventionally, Sn/Pb alloys were made. However, this alloy has had problems maintaining its integrity at higher 
temperatures. So, the additon of Bi to Sn has motivation in its reliability. Bi is also the same metal Applicant uses for the first metal and 
therefore, has the characteristic in which a volume thereof is increased when it is heated to be molten and coagulated. Sn is one of 
Applicant's second metal of choice. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have formed an alloy of Bi and Sn for 
the reasons taught in Nakata and to have formed a multilayered solder bump of these metals. 
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
